Circulars were distributed around Ha- 
yana calling on volunteers for the protec- 
tion of the American colony. There is no 
news of an attempt to assassinate Lee, his 
telegram being the only information that 
has reached Key West today. The con- 
tents of that message havé not been made 
public further than indicated. If an at- 
tempt to assassinate him was made he 
either made no reference to it or the infor- 
mation is being carefully and successfully 
guarded. 

Rumors Are Rife in Washington. 
Washington, January 23.—So far as could 
be learned the administration had no ad- 
ves from Havana today. Both the state 
and navy departments affirmed that noth- 
ing had been heard from General Lee and 
professed to look upon the lack of news 
as a good sign. On the other hand the 
city was full of rumors ranging in impor- 
tance from the statement that the White 
equadron had sailed from Key West to that

PREPARED FOR EMERGENCY. 


“Nressages from Havana Cause Excite- 


ment in Key West. 


Key West, Fla., January 23.—There has 
been much excitement in this city during 
the last twenty-four hours, due to an 
alarming telegram from Havana stating 
that the strects had been flooded with an 
anonymous ultra-Spanish circular calling 
upon all anti-American elements to mobi- 
lize and raid the American colony. 

Captain General Blanco, fearful that the 
rabid element of the city might attempt 
such violence, has placed an extra military 
guard around Consul General Lee’s office. 

Many of the Americans of the city, who 
believe that they are in real danger, have 
prepared their affairs for any emergency. 
This news is what gave rise to the rumor 
that General Lee had been assassinated. 

The feeling of uneasiness felt here be- 
cause of the proximity of this city has been 
much alluyed, espectally since this morning 
at 10 o'clock, when Admiral Sicard’s impos- 
ing fleet of battleships, consisting of the 
New York, Indiana, ‘Massachusetts, lows, 
and Texas, arrived off. the bar. The Maine, 
Montgomery and Detroit and the torpedo 
boats Cushing and Dupont left the harbor 
at ll o'clock and joined the fleet, the whole 
making an impressively formidable ap- 
Pearance and one inspiring of confidence in 
the strong right arm of Uncle Sam. 

After the departure of the torpedo flotilla 
& message arrived for Admiral Sicard. He 
Was signaled, but the ships were too far 
away for them to take notice at once. 

The message, howeveys, was delivered la- 
ter, and was from the torpedo boats at 
Tampa and not important, except in that it 
indicates the ships are keeping in thorough 
toich with each other. 

This afternoon the warships drew in cios- 
er to Key West, and are now riding at 
anchor six miles off the bar. 

The stopping of the warships here is a 
break in ithe programme of the admiral, 
Whose plan, under orders, was not to stop. 
The fleet, however, will leave tomorrow for 
Tortugas. 

The Spanish consul here was uneasy 
Ver the repeated rumors to the effect that 
General Lee had fallen a victim to assassi-

PERU NEAREST COMPLETION

Many Countries Have Made No Move 
Whatever Toward an Agreement 
| in the Matter. 


Washington, January 23.—Reciprocity ne- 
&ctiations continue to proceed in a manner 
satisfactory to officials, but there is no 
present prospect that treaties or agrec- 
ments will be concluded in the near future. 
The. negotiations with Peru are farthest 
along and these 
where the draft of a treaty has been made. 
These ars a number of points open, how- 
ever, and Minister Eguiguren is now in 
communication with his government witha 
View to closing the matter. In connection 
with the negotiations he has received trom 
Peru samples of the remarkable cotton 
grown in that country. Unlike ihe cotton 
of our southern states ahd other cotton 
section, that of Peru has many colors 
other than white 

The negotiations have brought out, how- 
ever, that freight rates are an’ element 
which give European countries a great ad- 
Vantage over the United States in the mat- 
ter of trade with South America. In the 
case of Peru the rate to the United States 
is the same as the rate from Peru to Liv- 
erpoo! and thence to the United States. 
This to a considerable extent complicates 
the efforts toward securing recprocal! trade. 

Brazil, Argentine and Chile have made no 
moves thus far toward reciprocity. A more 
satisfactory trade condition has been es- 
tablished with Argentina, however. It was 
understood at one time that retaliatory leg- 
islation would be resorted to by Argentina 
as a means of offsetting the Dingley act 
restrictions. This has not been done, how- 
ever, and the new tariff law of Argentina 
is sa‘d to contain no provisions specially 
burdensome to American goods. Most of the 
ministers of the American republics have 
advised their governments as to the Ding- 
ley provision on reciprocity and are awalt- 
ing instructions,

Boston, January 23.—The center of the in- 
teresting scenes in the textile troubles of 
New England temporarily shifted from New 
Bedford to this city today to the mveting 
of the executive council of the National 
Spinners’ Union. This Meeting was called 
to consider the strike situation in New 
Bedford and also the matter of the Fall 
River mills and other mills in New Eng- 
land, where strikes or lockouts are {mmi- 
nent or have already taken place, 

The meeting was one Of discussion, rath- 
er than of action, although it was resoived 
to concentrate all the efforts of the organ- 
ization on the New Bedford situation, leav- 
ing the Fall River trouble and the difficul- 
ties in other cities for local unions to han- 
dle and adjust, if possible. 


The principal feature of* the discussion | 


today was the denunciation of the Ark- 
wright Club and the charge that that or- 


conspired with Agent Chase, of the King 
Phillip mill of Fall River, to substitute 
ring for mule spinners. €Te seemed to be 
some difference of opinion as to whether 


| Agent Chase was a willing party to what 


was called the conspiracy or had been 
foreea into it by the Arkwright Club. It 
was, however, generally aceepted as a fact 
by the meeting that the attempt to put in 
the ring frames was merely an entering 
wedge to put them in every mill in Fall 
River. 

The spinners say that the machines do 
inferior work and that thetr introduction 
in other mills in New Bedford has not been 
profitabte to the mill owners. In mills where 
the ring frames have beenplaced no divi- 
dends have been paid. An instance was 
cited on one of the mills that had been 
shut down for ten years ‘simply because 
there was no demand for its product after 
machinery took the place of men. 

The New Sedford atrike situation was 
fully discussed and the general opinion 
seemed to be that the set4lement of the 
trouble would be a Jong time in coming. 
In fact, Secretary Ross said he did not 
look for its solution until far into the sum- 
mer, if indeed, it cane then.

SHED IN ALGIERS 


Anti-Jewish Riots Were Carried on All 
During the Day. 


SEVERAL DIE OF THEIR WOUNDS 


Merchants Are Driven Into the Streets 
and Their Places Are Looted. 


POLICE ARE POWERLESS TO PROTECT THEM 


Soldiers Are Ordered Out and Patrol 
the Streets Throughout the 
Night.

Algiers, January 23.—Anti-Jewish riots 
were renewed here tcoday. the mob in- 
vaded the Jewish quarter and pillaged the 
shops in the Rue Babazoum, driv:ng the 
Jewish merchants into the street. 

A squad of chasseurs was ordered to the 
scene and charged the mob with drawn 
swords, but the mob re-formed further on, 
cheering for the army. Revolvers and dag- 
gers were freeiy used. 

One man who was stabbed in the back 
and shot in the head died 6n fhe spot. 
Many were seriously stabbed—one, named 
Cayol, dying from his wounds at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

The crowd, hearing of this, became dan- 
gerously excited, shout:ng ‘“‘They are mur- 
dering us,’’ “Death to the Jews™ and re- 
sumed pillaging. The fronts of six shops 
were destroyed and the loot was burned. 

The police repeatedly charged the rioters, 
but were stubbornly resisted and were.

Orleans Doctors. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE DISCOVERY 


Pkysicians Believe That Persons Can 
Now Be Made Immune by Giv- 
. ing Them Mild Attack. | 


New Orleans, La., January 23.—(Special.) 
It leaked out today that at the meeting of 
the New Orleans Medical Society yester- 
day, Dr. Paul Archinard, bacteriologist of 
the Louisiana state board of health, an- ' 
nounced the complete success of the ex- 
periments of himseif and assistants in their | 
search for the yellow fever germ. | 

The full report will not be published until 
February 2lst, but enough facts have come 
out to show the importance of the discov- | 
ery. The investigations were conducted un- 
der the auspices of the state board | 
of health by Dr. Pau! Archinard, Dr. R. &. 
Woodson, of the United States army, and | 
Dr. John Archinard, demonstrator of anat-, 
in Tulame university. At first little 
success was met with, but the use of the 
agglutinative test, discovered by Dr. V:dal, 
of Paris, in typhoid fever, enabled the 
bacteriologists to discover the yellow fe- | 
ver germs in 8&7 per cent of the cases sub- 
mitted to them, whereas Sanarelli, the 
discoverer of the germ, found it in only 
forty-seven cases, and all previous experi- 
ments in this country have completely 
failed. 

The experiments demonstrate the fact | 
that the bacteriological diagnosis of yel-' 
low fever can be depended upon with almost) 
complete certainty to determine the pres- | 
ence or absence of that disease. This, it Is | 
believed, will be of untold benefit in fight- | 
ing the yellow fever, as it will enable phy- , 
sicians to discover the disease in iis first | 
stages, hitherto difficult, and will prevent, 
the confusion hitherto existing—the differ- | 
ence of opinion existing amon gthe doctors 
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as to the disease, so frequent last summer. 
It is also believed that ft will show it to 
be possible to render persons immune 
against yellow fever by giving them a mild | 
attack of the disease as in smalipox 
vaccinating or allow. of thé serum treat-, 
ment of the malady after it has been dis-: 
covered in a patient by an examination of | 
their blood, as has been done in the casé | 
of diphtheria and as proposed by Dr. Sa- | 
narelli. 
The importance of the discovery, howev- | 
er, will not be known until Dr. Archinard's | 
full report is published, but the physicians | 
here are disposed to take the view that ft | 
will prove to be of the greatest value and 
wiil make the south able to protect itself | 
fully against yellow fever in the future. |

ed that it had been suggested an effort 
was in progress looking to the securing of 
delegates who object to a national quaran- 
tine. In reply Dr. Sanders denied the con- 
dition that has been hinted at, 

There still remains a strong impression 
that a lack of fairness exists in at least 
one effort that has been made to secure 
Gelegates who favor “state's rights.” 

In one letter received here by an Atlanta 
physician the statement is made that Dr. 
Sanders “believes Governor Atkinson to bea 
a believer in state's rights,” and that the 


| governor “would appoint men of his opin- 


fon, if he were in the state.” The recipient 
of the letter was urged to see that the ap- 
pointments are made in accordance with the 
suggestion. It was also stated in the let- 
ter that it is not desirable that the delega- 
tions should be composed of men who are 
wedded to the plan of national quarantine. 

A second letter written to a physician 
here inquires as to the advisability of in- 
viting Hon. Hoke Smith to address the con- 
vention. The writer, Dr. Sanders, inquires 
if Mr. Smith is in favor of state’s rights 
or national quarantine, and it ts intimated 


that it would not be advisable to have a 


person of any prominence openly advocate 
national quarantine. 

The physician receiving the letters, fear- 
ing that he had done Dr. Sanders an in- 
justice tn concluding that theré was a de- 
sire to keep away those who favor the 
national quarantine plan, gehowed the epis- 
ties to two friends and they both agreed 
that the sentiment of the documents was 
one of opposition to national quarantine. 

What Dr. Sanders Says. 

In reply to the telegram sent him, Dr. 
Sanders wired he contemplated no such 
scheme as the one intimated, and that it 
was his desire, as well as of all interested, 
that the question of quarantine should be 
freely discussed. He said it was not the 
wish of the !tnaugurators of the convention 
to secure only men who favored a national 
quarantine, but rather to have appointed 
delegates men who were open to convic- 
tion. 

Those acquaintéd with Dr. Ganders feel 
sure that he could not intend to have a con- 
vention “cut and dried,” but the letters 
written by him lean to that construction. 

“How.” asks a well-known physician, 
“are the delegates to learn of both sides 
unless members who favor national quar- 
antine are present.” 

The Atlanta Delegation.

Chicago was represented by Mayor 
Harrison and the army and navy by Major 
Heistand and Lieutenant Commander 
Phelps, respectively, who were resplend- 
ent in full dress uniform.

FLOOD AT LOUISVILLE FEARED. 


Chio River Begins To Rise and the 
Lowlands Are Threatened. 

Louisville, January 23.—There is sti!l dan- 
ger of an overflow of the lowlands along 
the banks of the ‘Ohio, for the river today 
started again, aad is creeping up 
the banks at the rate of two inches an 
heur. The indications are at present that 
the mark of thirty feet will be shown be- 
fore the waters begin to recede.

“With regard to intelligence, intelligent 
people are more readily hypnotized than 
the stupid or dull, and the mentally un- 
sound are much more difficult 'to hypnotize, 
and the sounder the brain the sooner re- 
sults may be hoped for. 

“Often while I have been lecturing I find 
that my subjects are amongst the most 
respectbale und intelligent of the commu- 
nity, and this I have been very careful to 
investigate. Insane: people are not good 
subjects from the standpoint of being easy,

SPEAKING WILL BEGIN TODAY 


Senators Will Debate at Length Pay- 
ment of Bonds in Silver. 


ALL AMENDMENTS WILL BE REFUSED 


Indications Are That Everything Will 
Be Sidetracked for the Mone- 
tary Question. 


Washington, January 23.—The present 
outlook is unfavorable to the senate’s giv- 
ing much attention to the Hawaiian treaty 
during this week. 

The agreement to vote on Thursday upon 
the Teller resolution reaffirming the doc- 
trine that United States bonds are payable 
in silver at the option of the government 
will in all probability result in the senate’s 
giving the major portion of its time until 
that date to this measure, with the excep- 
tion of that necessary to the consideration 
of appropriation bills. 

Senator Turple has given notice of a 
speech on the Teller resolution for tomor- 
row and ft is expected that speeches for it 
will be made by Senators Teller, Pettigrew, 
White and others, and that there also will 
be some addresses in opposition. 

Senator Nelson has offered an amend- 
ment declaring for the maintenance of the 
parity of the two metals, but the silver 
men, considering this proposed modification 
hostile to their purposes, will not accept it. 
They say they will insist upon a vote upon 
the resolution as it stands. 

The pension appropriation bill will be 
called up Monday and as soon as it is dis- 
posed of the senate will be asked to take 
up the legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill. Each of these will pro- 
voke some debate, but it is not expected 
to be prolonged in either case. 

When the treaty next comes up Senator 
Teller will be recognized to speak in its 
support and he probably will be followed 
by Senator White in opposition. The vote 
on the treaty now appears at least three 
wecks distant. 

Programme in the House. 

The house programme for this week in- 
cludes little of interest beyond the Hmits 
of the District of Columbia. Almost the 
éntire week will be devoted to the District 
of Columbia appropriation bill. It is ex- 
pected that the Indian appropriation bill, 
the consideration of which was begun yes- 
terday, will be completed tomorrow. The 
only item in the bill which is likely to 
cause much of a contest is that providing 
for the leasing of the Gilsonite beds of the 
Uncompahgre reservation in Utah. This 
provision was beaten in the last Indian bill 
and will be stubbornly contested pow. The 
district bill will probably consume the re- 
mainder of the week.

J. G Rhea tor conuucting a cotion 
warehouse and commission business, Whicn 
partnership continued tor lourteen years, 
whnen Mr. Rhea was made cashier of the 
City National bank, Colonel Boyd con- 
tinuing the business until his deatn. 

Colonel Boyd was one of the most pro- 
gressive and public spirited citizens Griffin 
nas ever possessed, and there was no en- 
terprise requiring push, energy and brains 
with whicn he was not connected. He 
served the city eight years as alderman 
and four years as mayor. He had been 
president of the Merchants and Planters’ 
pank since its organization, ten years ago, 
and that solid financial institution is a 
witness to his sound business judgment. 
Within the past year he has organized the 
J. D. Boyd Manufacturing Company lor 
making fertilizers, and as presiaent of the 
company had put it into successful opera- 
tion. He was also prominently identified 
with local educational work.

+and look over the house proceedings. 

We shall not attempt to describe that 
tangle. It is indescribable. The only 
way to do it justice would be to repro- 
duce-the whole affair—Dingley’s speech, 
the questions put to him, his answers, 
and the whole running debate. But this 
would take up too much of our space, 
and the entanglement of Mr. Dingley is 
not important enough for that. 

Unquestionably, the chairman’ of the 
Ways and means committee, for whom 
the present tariff law is named, is in a 
good deal of trouble at this moment. 
His tariff law was devised for the 
avowed purpose of opening the mills to 
labor and of providing higher wages for 
that labor. And yet he informed the 
house last Thursday that “a protective 
tariff simply reaches and equalizes com- 
petition from other countries,” adding 
“there is no competition from other 
countries in the common cotton goods 
made in this country.” 

And yet, there is a tariff'duty on com- 
mon cotton goods. If there is no for- 
eign competition in these goods, why 
go through the mockery of levying a 
tariff tax on common cotton goods made 
abroad? Was it done for the purpose 
of deceiving the operatives of the New 
“ngland mills, or for the purpose of 
satisfying the manufacturers them- 
selves? 

The result of the speech and of the 
Tunning debate was that Mr. Dingley 
was compelled wholly ‘to discard his 
tariff theory, and to fall back on the 
convenient theory that longer hours of 
work at the south and lower wages are 
the things to be remedied. So far as 
a remedy is concerned, Mr. Dingley does 
not leave the New England people any 
ground for hope. It is true he hints 
about an amendment to the constitution 
by means of which the cotton factories 
are to be protected against the cumpe- 
tition of the south, but nobody knows 
better than the great tariff tinkerer 
that all such propositions are not only 
idle but preposterous. 

The most remarkable feature of Mr. 
Dingley’s speech is its. bold superficiali- 
ty. He says nothing whatever of the 
difference between the cost of living in 
New England and in the south, and yet 
this is the essence of the whole matter, 
one of the most important of the determ- 
ining factors. Even in the neighbor- 
hood of the large cities the cost of liv- 
ing is far less than in any 
part of New England. lor at least nine 
months in the year what is cailed the 
kitchen garden furnishes a daily sup- 
ply of food which in the morth would 
be regarded as a luxury at any season 
of the year. 

There is no limit to kitchen gardens 
in the south. The truck they produce 
can be raised by the families of the op- 
eratives, or can be bought at a mini- 
mum. Now the problem at the north, 
at this moment, is to secure wages suf- 
ficiently in amount to feed and clothe 
the families of the operatives. This is 
what the strike is about. The earn- 
ing capacity of the operatives in New 
England had already been cut down one- 
third by the shut-downs and short time 
to which the manufacturers have been 
compelled to resort during the past 
four years. The recent wage cut of 
nearly 11 per cent takes off an addi- 
tional slice, and will consign the work- 
ers to deeper depths of poverty than 
they have yet known. Aind yét, the 
southern mill operatives, working for 
wages, nominally lower, but really high- 
er, are comfortably well off and saving 

money. Their wages have mot been 
reduced at all. 

It is predicted that the time wil] come 
when these operatives will organizt¥ 
and demand higher wages, and in other 
ways proceed to harass their emply- 
ers and disturb the interests that afford 
them a living. No doubt the predic- 
tion will come true, but when? Why, 
erg iolrene 

, e agricultural 
lands have become too valuable to be 
made into kale yards; when the Anglo- 

Saxon contingent, its sons and its 

daughters, save enough money to go into 

other trades; when it has produced its 

Louisa Alcotts and its Lucy Larcoms; 
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lows its place to be taka by the for- 
eign element which has stood on the 
heels of the native New England help. 

More than one generation will rise 
and pass away before the labor condi- 
tions in the south will change, and 
when the change comes, it will come not 
as the result of eastern reduction of 
‘Wages, nor as the result of strikes in 
New England. It will come naturally 
and gradually, so naturaliy that the 
great-grandchildren of these who are 
now discussing the matter will not be 
too young to note its beginnings. For 
your Anglo-Saxon, with the southern 
training, is truiy conservative in his 
ways and independent in his notions. He 
doesn't like to be bossed, and he is not 
amenable to the treatment in vogue in 
New England, where tthe individual is 
lost in the worker. 

If those who are looking for a change 
will estimate how many years it has 
taken Jacques Bonhomme to oust the 
nativ. New Englander from his place at 
the loom, and then multiply it by 
three (though five would be a safer num- 
ber) he will have some vague idea of 
the length of time it will take to oust 
the southern Anglo-Saxon from his cot- 
ton mills. 

No sensible person believes for a mo- 
ment that southern competition has as 
yet seriously affected New England. But 
the time is approaching when that sec- 
tian will be seriously hurt by the natur- 
al advantages of the south. Already 
eastern manufacturers, taking time by 
the forelock, are setting up cotton mills 
in the south. One enterprising con- 
cern igs preparing to put up a bleaching 
plant in connection with a large mill. 
This movement toward the south will, 
in the nature of things, proceed slowly. 
Meantime, it will be accompanied by the 
building of new mills in communities 
where local capital is available—where 
a great many small subscriptions to the 
stock will go to make up the necessary 
fund. 

Probably the day will never come 
when New England will be entirely de- 
nuded of her cotton mills. There are 
plants in that section that have their 
own special advantages; but the fact re- 
mains that the south is destined to be- 
come the center of cotton manufacturing 
in special as well as in general lines. 
Short hours cannot prevent it, nor wage 
reductions in the east delay it. 

Meanwhile, we leave Mr. Dingley with 
his beloved tariff.

Our Southern Breadstuff Exports. 
Several days ago The Constitution 
podnted out the extraordinary gains 
scored by our south <Atlantic and gulf 
ports during the past year in the ship- 
ment of wheat. In the following ta- 
ble are given the figures showing the 
marked gains which these same ports 
have scored during the past year in the 
shipment of breadstuffs generally:

The increase which the foregoing fig- 
ures represent is not due to any corre- 
sponding increase iin the receipts of 
other ports during the past year; for 
while the receipts of other ports have 
considerably increased they have not 
equaled the unprecedented gains of our 
south Atlantic and gulf ports. This 
may very readily be shown. The total 
value of all the breadstuff exports from 
the United States last year aggregated 
$243.121,108, or 23.5 per cent increase 
over the breadstuff exports for the pre- 
ceding year. Of this total amount the 
five southern ports above indicated ex- 
ported breadstuffs to the value of $89,- 
055,052, or 55.7 per cent increase over 
the business of the preceding year. Thus 
it appears that while the breadstuff ex- 
ports of the entire country netted only 
23.5 per cent increase for the year the 
breadstuff exports of the five southern 
ports netted 55.7 per cent increase, In 
view of the adverse conditions from 
which the country has suffered in recent 
years, this showing is much better than 
might have ‘been expected. 
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The Liberty of the Press. 

One of the most ferocious and bitter 
assaults yet made upon the liberty of 
the press in this country is in the na- 
ture of a measure which is now pending 
in the New York legislature. Such is 
the exiraordinary character of this 
measure that some inquiry into its mer- 
its may not be out of place in this con- 
nection, 

Without going too much into detail, 


_the measure provides that any person 


who feels aggrieved against any news- 
paper in the state may obtain redress 
by applying to some district attorney 
in the state, submitting at the same time 
a clipping from the newspaper setting 
forth the offense on which the grievance 
is founded. On this showing the dis- 
trict attorney may draw up a,true Dill 
and submit it to the grand jury for ap- 
proval. In the event of conviction the 
penalties which may be exacted are: A 
fine of $1,000, or imprisonment for one 
year, either or both, in the discretion 
of the court. If the offense is repeated, 
graver penalties may be exacted; and on 
certain conditions, the defendant news- 
paper may be suspended altogether. In 
all cases brought under this measure 
the burden of proof is pvt upon the 
newspaper and the plaintiff is not even 
required to go upon the witness stand. 
Sudh a measure as this is not only ab- 
surd in its very mature, but is utterly 
opposed to the spirit of our free Ameri- 
can institutions. If enacted into law 
it wovld be the source cf  end- 
less and unnecessary litigation and 
would, furthavmore, destroy the useful- 
ness of the press as the great national 
critic and censor. In order to foster 
crime and immorality in the land. all 
that is neccessary is to @hrottle the lib- 
erty of the press; let the right of the 
newspaper to condemn fraud and hum- 
buggery be restricted and immediately 
the most direful results will follow. 
Where the freedom of the press is broad- 
est there the rights of the people are 
best preserved. The recognition of 
this truth obtained with our simple 
forefathers in the early days of this 
country but further back still it had 
its origin in the cradle of the great 
English constitution. Says Mr. Hal- 
lam, the author of “The Constitutional 
History of England:” ‘For aljnost all 
that keeps up in us permanently and 
effectually the spirit of regard to lib- 
erty and the public good, we must look 


_to the unshackled and independent en- 


system of justice it is ble for 
aggrieved parties in any state in the 
‘union to obtain complete and perfect 
redress, through the ordinary processes 
of law, for any wrongs which they 
may suffer at the hands of newspapers; 
and if such is the case, then why re- 
strict the liberty of the press by adopt- 
ing such utterly absurd measures as the 
one which is now pending in the New 
York legislature? 

The aim of the measure in question is 
nothing more nor less than to stop 
newspaper criticism of public men, and 
its chief support is said to come from 
influential partisan leaders in New York 
who have recently suffered from severe 
newspaper criticism. So long as men 
are pure and upright in their intentions, 
Whether engaged in public or private 
pursuits, they need not fear the shafts 
of criticism. From present indica- 
tions the measure now pending in the 
New York legislature will be defeated; 


and it ought to be. 


Why Not Come South? 
What the leading New England cot- 


ton manufacturers have lost during the 
past year in consequence of southern 
competition is estimated by Bradstreet’s 
Commercial Agency to be not less than 
$592,575. In other words, the dividends 
realized by the leading cotton manufac- 
turers of New England during the past 
year are short to this amount. 

In view of these figures it is not sur- 
prising that consternation should exist 
among the New England cotton manu- 
facturers. On accofnt of the peculiar 
advantages which this section of the 
country possesses for the manufacture of 
cotton fabrics it is virtually impossible 
for any other section to compete with 
it successfully; and if the New Eng- 
land cotton manufacturers desire to 
save their investments, there is only 
one thing for them to do, viz, to pack up 
and come south. 

To show in exact detail what the New 
England cotton manufacturers have suf- 
fered during the past year, the following 
table is cited:

In the heavy loss of dividends which 
the foregoing table represents it ap- 
pears that thirty-nine cotton mills share, 
making the average loss of each cotton 
mill for the year approximately $15,000. 

While these figures are bad enough, 
the amount of loss which they disclose 
for the year is considerably less than the 
amount of loss which appears from com- 
paring the dividends of 1897 with the 
dividends of 1895. In the latter year 
the dividends realized from the New 
England cotton industry aggregated 
$1,721,425, whereas in 1897 they aggre- 
gated only $776,300, showing a total loss 
during the two years of $945,125. In the 
light of these figures it is clearly evi- 
dent that southern competition has 
proved disastrous to the interests of the 
New England cotton manufacturers; but 
what else could be expected? With the 
natural advantages which this section 
possesses for the manufacture of cotion 
fabrics, it seems that the New England 
cotton manufacturers might have fore- 
seen the ultimate consequences of south- 
ern competition and prepared themselves 
to meet it. Since the south is the 
home of the cotton plant, it follows in- 
evitably that its manufacture can be 
carried on to better advantage in this 
section, where labor is cheaper than in 
New England and where the heavy ex- 
pense arising from transportation and 
damages incident thereto is obviated. 
Such being the case, it seems almost 
ridiculous that New England cotton 
manufacturers, after meeting all the 
extra cost incident to hauling cot- 
ton over one thousand miles, 
should expect to compete suc- 
cessfully with southern manufaci- 
ers. What the will of providence has 
clearly ordained, the protests of the 
New England cotton manufacturers can- 
not annul; and if they desire to save 
themselves from complete loss they 
should immediately transfer their mills 
to this section. While New England 
claims to have the advantage of more 
efficient labor, the south is rapidly ove» 
taking her on this score, and is destined 
in time to surpass her even in the man- 
ufacture of the finer qualities of fabrics. 
So, come south, New England ‘cotton 
manufacturers, come south. 
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It seems that it was Mr. Reed and not

lutions were passed placing that associa- 
tion on record as favoring national laws 
giving central quarantine to the marine 
hospital service in outbreaks in this coun- 
try of epidemics. It is to be hoped that 
congress will enact efficient laws and place 
at every gateway trustworthy gear es 
irrespective of parties or politics. hese 
epidemics are foreign invaders which steal 
upon us, therefore requiring the closest 
vigilance to prevent their entry. 

It is proper for the general government 
to take care of an outside enemy trying to 
steal inside, such as we have just witnessed 
on our southern borders the last year. 

There ts always danger of these diseases 
getting a foothold, so ft behooves each 
state or umnicipality to be ready to stamp 
out the invader, and in this such sétate 
should choose its own method and the re- 
sistance should be organized and systema- 
tized. It cannot depend upon the national 
authorities to do every thing. hence I have 
recommended that Georgia, by its next lee- 
islature, enact such laws as will meet the 
emergency. No legislation can add more 
to the welfare and dignity of the state than 
ta authorize a state board of health, which 
sha]l have supervision of all matters relat- 
ing to the preservation of the life and 
health of the people of the state. The 
board should have supreme authority fn 
matters of quarantine, to declare and en- 
force it where none exists. and to modify 
or abolish it when it has subserved its pur- 
pose. 

Only the larger cities and towns, which 
have municipal governments, can control 
unhealthy conditions, and many of these 
which have the power do not exercise it 
en aceount of negligence or selfishness. 
Then the state board can be appealed to 
and the injured can get redress. Not only 
should ineorporated cities and towns es- 
tablish health boards to enact and enforce 
health ordinances within their limits, but 
every county should have one, to which 
people outside of corporations can appeal 
whenever there {s a violation of sanitary 
laws. ; 

No property {fs too valuable to be allowed 
‘to contaminate the alr, water and food unon 
which man or animal depend for life. How 
many milldams, fishponds, swamps and 
Other foul spots there are near our cities, 
villages and centers of population which 
are poisoning the air continually, and 
streams of pure, clear water are being con- 
taminated by the sewerage, garbage and 
‘offal of cities, towns and manufactories, 
and yet there are no laws to prevent it. 

Atlanta is in exceptionally fine eanitary 
condition; of course, this is due to good 


laws and good officers to enforce them.

WEDGE INTO THE TRUST’S 
SOUTHERN CIRCUIT 


The news that the theatrical trust has 
lost control of the theaters itn New Or- 
leans is of great interest to those who have 
been watching the fight, as it will have an 
effect on the entire south next year. Up 
to a few days ago the St. Charles theater 
and the Academy of Music in New Or- 
leans were controlled by Jefferson, Kiaw 
& BPrlanger, of New York. This firm is 
really the backbone of the trust as they 
control most of the theaters in the south 
and book the attractions for them. With 
shows sent into the south New Orleans is, 
of course, the objective point. The jumps 
that attractions have to make in the south 
are very long and expensive and the best 
attractions, many of them, jump from 
Washington to Atlanta and then again 
to New Orleans. , So that what affects New 
Orleans will necessarily affect Atlanta. 
If an attraction cannot get into New Or- 
leans it would scarcely come to Atlanta 
for two nights, for that is all Atlanta can 
stand, nor would it attempt other sout!- 
ern towns. To small attractions that can- 
not get in New Orleans it does not matter, 
but New Orleans and Atlanta are necessa- 
ry to the large and expensive companies 
that come south. So it would seem that 
the change in New Orleans would affect 
Atlanta about as much as it does that city. 
With the trust barred out of New Orleans 
they are virtually barred out of the south 
and it will be interesting to know that 
they are going to do about it. There are 
rumors in New Orleans of their building 
another theater, but not much credit is 
given the rumor.

Officers Were Disarmed, but Used

well applied, put Bailiff Nat Anderson, 

of Cook’s district, and his deputy, 
in charge of a quartet ‘of negro gamblers 
after an exciting experience yesterday af- 
ternoon. In the fight that occurred the 
bailiff and his assistant were both severe- 
ly hurt. 

The four negroes arrested are Morrison 
Gladstone, Isaac Hale, Cotton Spencer and 
Tom Frederick. They are at present in 
the county jail and will be taken before 
Justice Cook this morning for prelimi- 
nary trial. 

For several months past complaints have 
been coming from Cook’s district on ac- 
count of the negroes who frequent the 
woods and vacant houses of that vicinity. 
They congregate in crowds and gamble, 
sometimes ending their evening’s enteriain- 
ment with a serious row. 

Bailiff Anderson determined to put a 
stop to this lawlessness and as a conse- 
quence has had many cases befom the 
criminal court. He has made himself ex- 
tremely unpopular with the negroes and 
on several occasions threats have been 
made to kill him. 

Anderson was little disturbed by. these 
threats and continued to arrest the gamb- 
lers at every opportunity. Yesterday af- 
ternoon he heard that a crowd of negroes 
had congregated in the woods in his dis- 
trict, and taking one of his deputies he 
started out to arrest them. 

Arriving, he discovered that he had been 
correctly informed, except as to the size 
of the crowd. Some fifteen or twenty ne- 
groes were gathered around a clear place 
in the woods and their calls to the dice 
mingled with their shouts could be heard 
for some distance. 

The negroes sprang to their feet, some of 
them drawing weapons. The officers were 
told to keep back, but Anderson has the 
reputation of being rather handy with his 
revolver and when he covered the crowd, 
about half the negroes ran. Those re- 
maining defied the officers. Keeping the 
negroes covered and warning them of the 
consequences should he be forced to shoot, 
Anderson advanced with his deputy. The 
negroes remained motionless until the of- 
ficers came near enough to render pistols 
useless, and the negroes seized the officers’ 
weapons and a hand to hand conflict fol-

[):: R. V. ATKISSON filled the pulpit

evening services yesterday, Dr. 
erts, the pastor, being out of the city. 

Large congregations heard the two elo- 
quent addresses of Dr. Atkisson. At’ the 
morning service he preached on “The Gio- 
rious Gospel.’’ His text was taken from 
First Timothy i, 1b; where are to be found 
the following words: “‘The glorious gospel 
of the blessed God,”’ 

The sermon was a forceful one and De 
Atkisson argied what was necessary to be 
done under the guidance of the gospel in 
order to be saved. During the course of his 
remarks, he said: 

‘“"Phe ‘law’ and the ‘prophets’ are terms 
used by the New ‘Testament writers in 
epeaking of the contents of the Jewish 
scriptures. The gospel, in its origin signify- 
ing ‘giad tidings,’ ‘good news,’ is usually 
applied to each of the four biographies of 
our Lord, named Matthew, Mark, Luke*and 
John. These are rightly called the gospels 
for they bear the whole news of the birth, 
life, work, message, death, resurrection and 
ascension of Christ. Christ is the author, 
the inspirer, the beginner and finisher of 
the plan of redemption, and the revealer 
of immortality. 

“Here we have. the great theme, heart 
and soul of the gospel. It is news from the 
heavenly world. It has a divine origin. It 
is profound in that it treats of the deepest 
eubjects of which we have any idea, In it 
are unfolded immortality, the judgment 
and the resurrection. In it are biended 
@oWs justification and man’s salvation 
through the righteousness of a mediator 
who is adapted to the wants and adequate 
to the requirements of the case. But tha’ 
we may know more of the gospel let us 
notice some of the important facts it em- 
braces. 1. It affirms the necessity of sal- 
vation. The scriptures are very complete 
on this idea. It is a fact which underlies 
the whale system, Man's perishing state 
is plainly declared and that man is inca- 
pable of self-salvation is evident from the 
fact that Christ has made the sacrilice for 
him. ‘What must I do to be saved” is the 
question of the past ages. For thousands of 
years the heart of man has ached with the 
intensity and weight of this question. It 
sighs and beats like a restless spirit in 
the writings of the wise men of all nations 
and ages. 

“No definite satisfactory answer came un- 
til the son of God was made of a woman, 
made under the Iaw to redeem them that 
are under the law. The need of salvation 
is sensibly felt. but to lead men to trust 
the remedy is the task. 


“Captain Jennings startles Atlanta with. 


facts regarding the sinful habits of some 
of her youths and young men and the cry 
at once is ‘what is the remedy?’ The reme- 
dy is quit your wickedness, young men, and 
lead upright lives; but how to induce them 
to do so is the problem. Hence the gospel 
is given that man may know the way of 
salvation and be led to walk therein. 

“The second fact found in the gospel is 
that this salvation is accomplished through 
Jesus Christ. Christ, the Son of God, is the 
central cord that runs through the whole. 
In the great structure of salvation he is 
the chief cornerstone; in the archway that 
leads up to God he is the key. A system of 
religion without Christ in‘it and that. too, 
in the full sense of his mediatorial capacity 
is not a system founded on the gospels. The 
whoie is a divine gift. This fact man nev- 
er could have known had not God revealed 
it. Nature is dumb on this subject. With- 
out the gospel he would still be saying 
‘What must I do to be saved?’ Now the 
gospel alone answers this question and an- 
BWers salvation is through Jesus Christ 
alore. Christ is the way, the truth and the 
life. This is the star that not only led the 
Wise men of the east to behold their Lord, 
but it is the radiant stream of light wiiich 
has ever been pouring from the throne of 
God and directing anxious, waiting hearis 
to him who is able to save. The third fact 
embraced in the gospel is that these truths 
must be made known. The last great act 
ef Christ was to commission his disciples 
‘to g0 into all the world and preach the 
“berg to every creature,’ saying ‘he that 

lieveth and is baptized shall be saved and 
he that believeth ‘not shall be damned.’ 
There must be a knowledge of a truth be- 
fore there can be a faith in it: there must 
be a deep abiding love of it tin the heart 
and a reliance upon it by the soul. It must 
become an anchor firm and steadfas:. We 
must bear it to others. 

“The second general truth stated in the 
text is the character of the gospel. It is 
the glorious gospel. Creation is glorious, so 
is providence. But what amazing concep- 
tions of God have come from these two 
sources? 

“There is that immense, huge, overawing 
Vagucness whichly some nen eall God. 
That *erribie power! That hard fate! 
That great unseen be'ne who locks down 
upon the earth with eold indifference, and 
so far as we can learn by sense or nature, 
God is cold, calm ana inflexible as an ice- 
berg. Men ask is He a reality? Is there 
a God? Outside of the gospe!, outside of 
that clear light which we derive from tha 
Lord Jesus Christ, God is still afar off. 
He is ‘brought near us in Christ. There is 
but one Calvary and one Gethsemiuine. Of 
these the wofid would have:.never known 
had it not been for the gospel. God is love. 
Read it in the stable, in the garden and on 
the cross. God is love. It is divine love. 
It is sovereign love. Not that heavenly 
love might outdo hellish hate, giving to 
death and dying to redeem, but love di- 
vine, love nowhere else to be found. This 
is the brightest gem in His crown and of all 
the stars in the bright constellation cf His 
perfection redeeming love is chief. This 
the gospel reveals. 

“Again, it is glorious in that it is adapt- 
ed to our wants. The wants of the human 
family are many, but the gospel meets 
them all. It is like the great ocsan which 
spreads its waters on the shores of an 
hundred empires, yet it replenishes and 
fills with its tide the smallest rivulet. 
gospel, while it visits with its 
waters the wide spreading church of God, 
it fills and supplies with the water of life 
the scul of the lowliest believer in Jesus. 
It teaches us how to use life, to enjoy 
blessings and to walk amid sorrows with 
strong hope, and it bursts the involving 
cloud that hangs about the tomb and all 
is day. It is glorious in that it is so 
freely the gift of God. Its blessings we 
covld never,have merited. It eomes to us 
hungry and wanting, like some huge At- 
jantic steamer ladened with a rich cargo, 
and pours it out at our feet.

Dr. A. G. Thomas Preached a Beauti- 
ful Sermon There. 


G. Thomas preached at the 
church yesterday morning to a 
large audience. His sermon was full of 
thought, and the text was taken from 
John, xv. After reading the first seven 
verses, he said: 

“IT have in mind a brief lesson on the 
necessity of connection of the living thing 
with the source of vitality in order to 
growth and frujt-bearing. Cut off from the 
root a plant dies, a fiower perishes. This 
is true in all departments of nature, phys- 
ical, intellectual or spiritual. How beauii- 
ful the babbling brook, winding along the 
hower-crowned Valley, giving life and 
beauty to ail around. Cut a canal near the 
source ot the stream, turn its Mow into a 
new channel, the flowers fade, the grass 
withers, the valley is a parched valley of 
death. 

“Business men are ready to apply this 
principle to business methods. ‘lhey say 
or a man of Il-mited capital, that he is 
ruining himself by accumulating no inter- 
est and consuming his principal, cutting off 
his souree of supply. What more deplor- 
able for an army than to be cut off trom 
its base of supplies by the enemy? 

“Is it possible that a man, an intelligent 
being, will cut himself off from the source 
cf life? Will a man play the fool? The 
rsalmist tells us of a man who fills this 
picture, when he writes, ‘The fool hath 
said in his heart ‘there is no God.”’’ What 
a dreadful state ‘without God and without 
hope in the world.’ Jesus teaches this 
lesson in the beautiful words: ‘As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself except 
it abide in the vine, no-more can you except 
you abide in me. I am the vine, ve are the 
branches.’ Not that the various denomina- 
tions are branches of the church, but that 
individual Christians are branches of the 
great. strong vine, which is Christ. 

“Will men cut themselves off from the 
true source of life? ‘My people.” saith God, 
‘have committed two great wrongs—they 
have forsaken the fountain of living water, 
and have hewn out for themselves cisterns, 
broken cisterns, which can hold no water.’ 
Christ is the true vine, the source of all 
true life. Evidence of abiding in Christ is 
bearing fruit for God. Leaves are beazuti- 
ful incidentals, but fruit alone tells of true 
union with God through Jesus Christ, our 
Lord.

Conservative Influence of 


Spoke of the 
Minorities. 
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SERMON WAS THOUGHTFUL AND CLEAR 


Was Delivered in Eloquent Manner 
and Made Deep Impression on 
His Hearers. 


EV. A. A. MARSHALL, the pastor of 
| ) ne Jackson Hill Baptist church, filled 
Dr. Landrum’s pulpit yesterday morn- 
ing and preached an eloquent sermon on 
“The Conservative Influence of Minori- 
ties.’ . 
A large congregation was present to hear 
Dr. Marshall yesterday morning and he 
preached an interesting sermon, He spoke 
with his characterjstic clearness and forci- 
bleness. 

His text was: Genesis xvili, 26: 
the Lord said, if I find in Sodom 
righteous within the city, then [ will spare 
all the place for their sakes.”’ 

Thirty-second verse: ‘“‘And he 
will not destroy it for ten’s sake.” 

Ley. xxvi, 8: “And five of you shall 
chase an hundred, and an hundred of you 
shall put ‘ten thousand to flight.’’ 

“To all human controversy there must 
be an end. If human minds were so con- 
stituted as inherently to be able to see the 
right, and human volition so morally ac- 
centuated as to choose the right, then to 
Settie differences and to arbitrate misun- 
derstandings would be a small matter, But 
heither or these suppositions ts true. Men 
cannot see the right and will not do the 
rignt. It is, theretore, necessary to choose 
some other standard than that of absolute 
right to settle differences among men. 
W natever the standard chosen it is well to 
remember that it is an arbitrary one. By 
arbitrary, 1 mean that in itself it is no 
guarantee of absolute right. One of these 
Standards is the. will of the ruling Sover- 
eign. Hence we have the maxim of the 
common law of England, ‘The king can 
do no wrong.’ That is, as the king 1s the 
ultimate authority to which appeal can 
be made, his dec:sion is final, and if final 
right. In republics the last appeal is to the 
Will of the majority. The majority must 
rule—to their will everything ‘must bow— 
their voice expressed in the ballot is the 
end—hence by a sort of legal fiction, is 
right. This fact gave rise to the maxim in 
republican Rome, that the voice of the peo- 
Pie was the voice of God. But this latter 
maxim is as false as the former, for the 
king may do wrong and the voice of the 
people is not the voice of God. Both are 
arbitrary and fallible standards. { would 
not ask that either of these standards be 
changed. They. are the best that sinful 
man can devise—and as all controversy, in 
& sense, must end, it is better that appeal 
be made to a fallible standard than to no 
standard at all—for a wrong ending to liti- 
gation and controversy is better than no 
ending, and appeal to the will of a sov- 
ereign or to the arbitration of the people 
by majorities is better than an appeal to 
arbi torce which is the only alternative 
ert.

“So far as I am aware no one has ever 
Suggested the will of minorities as the 
Standard of appeal. True in the oligarchy 
of Athens there was a squinting at it, for 
under the oligarchy the staie was in a 
sense ruled by the few, but the decision of 
all questions even then was left to the wil) 
of the majority of the oligarehy, i desire 
to speak in behalf of the minorities and 
stress the fact that to the conservative 
influence of tew we are greatly indeo.eu 
both in matters of law and religion. I 
would impress upon your minds that mere 
numbers afford no guaraniee whatsoever 
Of r gnt. 

“I believe I state a truth of easy recep- 
tton when I say that minorities are as apt 
a8 majorities to be right. At any rate, no 
one can deny that the opinion of the minor- 
ity often Goes exert a very marked and 
beneficial influence upon the mafority, 
causing them to modify their viewe «nd 
keeping them from running into dangerous 
excess. All great movements of a moral 
nature originate not in the minds of the 
but in the minds of the few. it is 
a Sad fact, suggested tn Scripture and con- 
firmed by our own experiences, that only 
a Small part of mankind really think for 
themselves. One can fancy a similarity be- 
tween the great world of men and a frog 
pend. When the pater familias of the pond 
oreaks forth in gutteral utterances every 
little frog in the pond will mount a tussock 
and shout. ‘Me too! Me too!’ Herein lies 
the real difference between a great man 
and a demagogue—the former thinks. ren- 
sons for himself and becomes a leader of 
the people; the latter keeps a closed mouth 
until he has observed the weather vane of 
pepular opinion or prejudice, and follows 
the blind rush of, the masses. The states- 
man thinks and leads: the trickster ob 
serves and fojilows. It is as true of religious 
affairs as of matters political, that but few 
people really think. What a commentary 
upon the pretended greatness of man when 
Jehovah charges him with having less 
thought and consideration than the ox 
that Knoweth his owner or the ass that 
knoweth his master’s crib. 

Finances in the Church. 

“The financial question in the church 1s 
made difficult of solution, not because of 
the poverty of the church, not yet on ac- 
count of the stinginess of the church mem- 
bers—the real difficulty Christians do 
not think. Oh! were it not for the influence 
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' OL the faithful few—were it not for the love 


and loyalty of a heart here anda there, the 
fires would burn out on the altar and the 
light of life and truth would go out, leav- 
ing the-world in darkness, in anarchy, in 
death. 
when I say that all great movements and 
all moral revolutions owe their beginning 
and their success to the efforts of a few, 
and often to the determined energy of only 
a single individual. Every church main- 
tains its own ex.stence through the Support 
and contributions of only a few and the in- 
fluence of the church ts but the influence 
of a minority of its members. 

‘In conclusion allow me to suggest that 
the world is a great and wicked Sodom, 
whose inhabitants have fallen into all man- 
ner of vileness and unspeakable si”. The 
divine wrath is kindling aganst the world 
as it once did against Sodom and God has 
purposed to destroy it. Why is it not de- 
stroyved? 
upon it and consume it as the fire of a fur- 
nace? Becguse, for sooth, there are ten, 
fifty, a hundred, a thousand, perhaps a 
million righteous men living in it, and for 
their sakes and because of their influence. 
even though they are but a small part of 
the great. population of the world. the hand 
of justice is stayed and the fire of wrath is 
held back. .But it will not always be sc.

‘“‘All suffering has sin back of ft, and as 
the cause of it: but all sueffring is not 
because of the sin of the individual who 
suffers. Christ was once asked whether a 
man who was born blind was afflicted 
because of his own sin or that of his pa- 
rents, and He holdly rerled that it was 
because of the sin of neither, but that he 
was born blind for the glory of God. He 
was suffering for the sin of the world. 
All forms of affi'ction are the expression 
of God's opposition to sin. and at the same 
time they are a blessed ministry from God 
to brneg rich blessings of pity, iove and 
helpfulness. : 

‘“‘Henes we find a place for the sufferings 
of Christ. He never sinned. hut He took 
upon H'm our nature and suffered for us. 
He. bore our sins in His own body on 
the tree. He sought for the redemption 
of our race through the universal taw of 
vicarious suffering We mav not have a 
very satisfactory theorv of the atonement. 
but we have the fact. God announces 
Himeelf satisfiel when a einner trusts to 
the blood of Christ to cleanse him from 
all sin. ana God is greater than our con- 
science. When the neace of God that 
passes all understanding settles into the 
heart of a sinner, he knowe that ta 4‘one- 
ment is 2 bles<e1 exnerience whether he 
has a philosopohy of tt or not.

SUNDAY AS A DAY OF REST. 


Professor Edward Thomson Talks of 
the Christian Sabbath. 


Professor Edward Thomson, LL.D., occu- 
pied the pulpit of the First Presbyterian 
chureh yesterday morning. He is the repre- 
sentative of the Sunday Reform Society, 
which seeks to prevent Sunday work, and 
ut the close of his sermon a collection was 
taken up for the purpose of aiding him in 
distributing the literature of his society 
throughout the city. 

He chose his text from Psalms xxii, 4: 
“Our fathers trusted in thee.’ Professor 
Thomson @poke in part as follows: 

“It is sometimes flippantly asserted that 
‘this is not a Christian nation; you have 
no right to a Christian Sabbath protected 
by law, for the constitution of the United 
yiates prohibits the establishment of re- 
iigion.’ Let us carefully investigate. In the 
first organic document that came from the 
founders of this nation we find evidence of 
their trust in God. The first article of the 
declaration of independence speaks of the 
law of nature and of nature’s God.’ 
The matchless argument of that deslaration 
is based upon the idea that our fathers 
had been deprived of certain rights by an 
unjust government, and that these rights 
were ‘derived from the Creator.’ They ‘ap- 
peal to the Supreme Judge of the universe 
for the rectitude’ of their intentions. In the 
last sentence of the declaration they say 
to all the world: ‘For the support of this 
declaration, with a firm reliance .on the 
protection of divine providence, we pledge, 
etc.’ 

‘The constitution of the United States Is 
sometimes called a ‘godless instrument’ be- 
cause it does not contain the name of God. 
So we might call the Book of Esther a 
eE0dless book. 

“Our fathers construed the declaration of 
independence to be much similar in our 
history to magna charta in English histo- 
ry. and having acknowledged their rela- 
ition to God in the ‘declaration’ they 
thought it would be redundancy to repeat 
it in the constitution. 

“In the first article of our constitution 
we find a- Sunday law: The president of 
the United States ‘shall have ten days, 
Sundays excepted, in which to consider 
each bill’ that comes before him from con- 
gress. Our fathers expected the president 
to be a Christian man, and the white house 
to be a Christian home—where Sundays 
would be a day of rest and worship. and 
they proposed to protect the chief execu- 
tive in the enjoyment of this privilege. 
These same fathers enacted ‘Sundays ex- 
cepted’ for the courts, legislative bodies, 
banks and commercial affairs. No work on 
Sunday—Sunday, a day of rest and lofty 


thoughts, is a characteristic of our civiliza-

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THEY POSSESS INDIVIDUALITIES 


| A Strange Feature of Moonshine Life 


| tie" 


Is Mysterious Ease with Which 
Stills Are Secured. 


Lying in the basement of the custom 
house are more than two thousand pounds 
of old copper stills, which have been proken 
up by the deputy collectors and brought 
to Atlanta to be sold next week. There 
are dozens of the stills piled up together 
all of them cut and gashed to pieces. 

Wonderful tales are told by the copper 
pots—stories of their existence that eclipse 
in interest some of the most enchanting 
narratives ever written. Some of the cop- 
per ruins tell of tail mountains and of hap- 
py. free and fearless men, and though the 
stills are here as captives they laugh at the 
thought that the brave mountain men are 
still free. All of the stills are mute, yet in 
their dumb way they are eloquent. Many 
of them sell of pain and suffering and in a 
pathetic way recur to the starving, help- 
less family ruined Sy the capture of the 
husband and father. Others smile with a 
kind of grim, picturesque humor peculiar to 
the moonshine element. 

One big yellow still, with a round, jag- 
ged hole in its side, where a rifle bullet 
plowed its way through, relates a thrill- 
ing story of an almost tragic scene which it 
Witnessed far off on some wild rugged 
mountain side. The big bullet here silently 
tells of the desperate struggle between the 
Officers and the moonshiners when bullets 
sung murderous songs in ‘the dense moun- 
tain forest, where the only light to relieve 
the darkness of the winter night was the 
flashing of guns. he other stills listen 
With interest when tthe big still gets into a 
retrospective humor, for it is rare that a 
latter day still has enjoyed such remarka- 
ble experiences. It used to be a first-class 
liquor factory on a big bluff that juts from 
the side of the cloud-topped Cobuttas, and 
hundreds of gallons of pure mountain dew 
have been distilled within its split yellow 
sides. One night several moonshiners were 
around the still watching the whisky flow 
from the worm. The revenue men had lo- 
cated the still and had it surrounded. One 
of the officers stepped upon a dry twig, it 
snapped and in an instant the moonshiners 
had their guns in their hands, and the wild 
fusillade had begun. Almost the first bul- 
le struck ¢he still and tore the hole in its 
side, letting out the steaming whisky, 
which hissed omtnously out of the hole. 
while the fight progressed. The revenue 
men won and a deputy collector with a big 
ax cut several ugly gashes in the still and 
changed it from the pride of the Cohuttas 
into a worthless piece ur copper. 

A little still that has been hacked to 
pieces and patched in numerous places is 
almost hidden beneath the pile of copper, 
as if it wanted to hide some great sorrow. 
But it cannot conceal the sad history, and 
the other stills know that there is suffering 
and pain where the still came from. The 
man who owned the little still is in jail 
here, and there is no one to provide food 
fer his starving family. Judge Newman 
wiil make the sentence as light as the law 
allows, but the still doesn't know this and 
that is why it grieves. This stil) was home 
made. It represents many days’ labor. 
It was first captured by the officers two 
years ago. It was carried to the train to 
be shipped to Atlanta, but was recaptured 
by the moonshiner. Sev: ral timeg it 
been found and cut up since then, but the 
moonshiner has always managed to pre- 
vent it being brought to Atlanta. A few 
weeks age a couple of revenue men 
pounced upon the still and after cutting it 
to pieces brought it here. The man who 
buys it for o!d copper next week Will never 
know of the misery, the srim, hard strug- 
Sle for existence, the pr; Ss and poverty 
and hunger which it has been the lot of 
the little pot to witness.

A Paulding county moonshine still, r-ght 
on top of the pile, is the jolliest and hap- 
piesSt still in the lot. It hasn't been gashed 
but it has been decapitated. The still wears 
& prosperous air, and looks as if its bright 
Sides had been polished every morning. 
All Paulding county stills wear this air 
to a certain extent. Moonshiners say that 
the still takes on the character of 1s 
sociates. 

The grimmest and ugliest still in the lot 
comes from Rabun county. It is a tall 
lanky affair, and looks exactly like a Ra- 
bun county moonshiner, One Single gash 
in its sides makes it look as if it had a 
mouth that is always grinning in a sar- 
castic way. The still shows a h'gh appre- 
ciation of humor, and is altogether 
of the most interesting al tu 
the lot. 

All of these stills, aside from 
mental thoughts inspired by 
an interesting question that is still an un- 
solved problem to the shrewd intelligent 
and sagacious ofticers who have made it 
close and persevering study for years The 
Officers cut up and send to Atlanta three 
or four stills every day from a few coun 
ties of the state, yet the next night or the 
next week the moonsoiners will he Savile 
Out liquor with a New still.
